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BIRTHDAY OF ‘‘OLD GLORY” 
T oday is the birthd ay of the Stars and 
Btripes, the nation 
flag 
of the United 
States, which w as adopted by congress on 
June 14, 17 7 7 , 149 y ears ago. 
T hat is 
w hy flags are fluttering from public and 
private flagstaffs, m astheads and in m any 
other places. 
T here has long been a dispute as to 
who originated the design of the star 
spangled 
banner. 
George 
W ashington 
and Benjam in F rank lin approved the d e ­ 
sign, and Betsy Ross, wife of John Ross, 
an upholsterer, 
living 
in 
Arch street, 
Philadelphia, m ade the one which the con­ 
gress of the 13 
original 
U nited 
States 
adopted, and it is the sam e flag today ex­ 
cept tha t a star has been added as often 
as a new state has been adm itted into the 
union. 
N aturally , there w ere m any forms of 
early flags, especially colonial ty pes used 
by the individual colonies and militia regi­ 
m ents before the flag of the U nited States 
w as established by act of the Continental 
Congress in 17 7 7 . 
This act required tha t 
the flag be of 13 alternate red and white 
stripes, and tha t the Union be of 13 white 
stars on a blue field, representing a new 
constellation, but it did not define how 
m any points the stars should have, how 
they should be arranged, nor m ak e pro­ 
vision for additional ones. 
A t the time of the adoption of this reso­ 
lution, W ashington is said to have observ­ 
ed: 
“ W e ta k e the star from Heaven, the 
red from our m other country , separating 
it by w hite stripes, thus showing we have 
separated from her, and the white stripes 
shall go down to posterity representing 
liberty .” 
A nother explanation given in regard to 
the selection of colors for the flag is tha t 
the red w as chosen 
to dem ote 
defiance 
and daring, the w hite purity of purpose 
and the blue eternal vigilance, persever­ 
ance in the right and justice to all who 
should ack k now ledge fealty to the flag. 
In the N ational Museum in W ashington, 
D. C., am ong m any other patriotic relics 
and emblems, are display ed thirty historic 
A m erican flags. 
On the labels, the his­ 
tory of each is recorded. 
Some came from 
the field of battle, a num b er from fam ous 
sea fights, and others w ere flown over 
garrisons or forts by distinguished offi­ 
cers. 
T he series of flags show very well 
the periodic changes which have tak en 
place in the flag. 
F rom the time of the 
Revolution, the stars and stripes in the 
flag have varied. 
T here were 13 stars 
during the Revolution, 15 in the w a r of 
18 12, 29 in the Mexican w ar, 33-35 in the 
w a r of the sta'es, 45 in the Spanish war. 
and 48 in the world war. 
The stripes 
w ere changed first from 13 to 15, and 
then back to 13. 
The flag of the highest historic and 
sentim ental value to the country is in the 
N ational 
M useum collection. 
It is the 
original “ S tar Spangled B anner,” which 
flew over F ort M cH enry in Baltimore ha r ­ 
bor on Septem ber 13-14, 1814, and was 
the inspiration of Francis Scott Key 's im­ 
m ortal poem, now sung as the A m erican 
national anthem . 
This flag, also k nown 
as the “ F ort M cH enry flag,” is one of the 
15-star-and-stripe ty pe, adopted after the 
admission of V erm ont and K entuck y , by 
an act approved by President W ashing­ 
ton, J a nua ry 13, 1794. 
The “ S tar S pan­ 
gled 
B a nne r” 
m easures 
about 30 feet 
square, though it was probably som ew hat 
longer, and is much battered and torn, 
with one star missing, po.^sibly shot aw ay . 
This great historic souvenir of the w ar of 
18 12 hr? been preserved by quilting on 
heavy linen, and will ever remain one of 
the country 's most precious relii ; .
